Thousands of plastic enclosed 
post cards, called “drift cards,” 
have been. dropped at various 
points throughout the Gulf area 
during the last few weeks as part 
of a project sponsored by the Fisn” 
and Wildlife Service of the Depart- 
ment of “Interior in cooperatio= 
with several tide and fishing in- 
terest groups, Dr. Herbert W. 
Graham, Chief of Red Tide Investi- 
gations at Sarasota, Florida, an- 
nounced recently. 

The final 400 cards are being ¢ dis- 
tributed this week to eight points 
between Sarasota and Key West 
by the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice Gulf Fisheries Investigations 
Red Tide Laboratory at Sarasota 
from its investigation vessel, the 
Pompano, Dr. Graham said. He ex- 
pressed the hope that beach resl- 
dents and others along the Gulf 
Coast beaches will retrieve the 
cards and mail them. They will be 
received at Texas A’ & M, where a 
complete tide analysis will be 
made. 

“The cooperation of folks on the 
Gulf Coast beaches in mailing in 
these cards will greatly ‘facilitate 
our work in the red tide investiga- 
tions, also,” Dr. Graham stated. 

All distributions except those be- 
ing handled this week by the Sara- 
sota Red Tide Laboratory were 
made by the Department of Naval 
Research ‘by Navy planes, aecord- 
ing to Dr. Graham. 

Cooperating with the Fish ani 
Wildlife Service of the Interior De- 
partment in the project are the 
Gulf States Marine-Fisheries Com- 
mission, the Texas Game Fish and 
Oyster Commission, the Depart- 
ment of Oceanography of Texas 
A & M College, and the Navy Dé- 
partment’s Office of Naval ` Re- 
search.
